A d isastrou s fire occu rred this morn­ 
ing at the

The fire was d iscov ered in the pack ­ 
ing shed abou t 10:45 o’clock and is 
su pposed to hav e been the resu lt of 
spontaneou s combu stion. There was a 
flash and in less time than it tak es 
to tell it the pack age shed was in a 
blaze. 
The alarm was sent in at o n ce, bu t 


it was fu lly 45 minu tes from the time 


th e fire was d iscov ered u ntil the d e­ 


p artmen t arriv ed on the scene. When 


th ey d id arriv e they 
cou ld 
not d o 
nu ieb, as a break in the water main 


u p town had d ecreased the 
pressu re 


an d th ey cou ld only u se a fou r-inch 
Pip e. 
The employ es of the plant had the 
p iivate h o se ou t and d id their u tmost 


to stop the blaze, bu t they d id not 


su cceed in getting the fire u nd er con­ 


trol u n til the entire west end of the 
p lan t was d estroy ed . 
Many v alu able papers and a file was 
lost in the fire. 
Doc Fergu son had his left arm cu t 
at the wrist and sev eral stitches had 
to be tak en in the cu t. 
Harry Eberts was stru ck 
on 
the 
head by a piece of gas pipe, bu t not 
bad ly hu rt. 
Charles Eagle was also inju red , bu t 
not seriou sly . 
The fire d epartment in this city was 
telephoned and the fire engine and be­ 
tween 700 and 1,000 feet of hose was 
sent to the scene u pon a freight car. 
The loss will ex ceed $30,000, while 
the insu rance on the plant will ex ceed 
$45,000. 
Steps will he tak en to rebu ild at 
once.

A few d ay s since there appeared at 
city hall a nice appearing woman, ac­ 
companied by a little child . The wo­ 
man was clad in black and d isplay ed a 
hand k erchief ed ged in mou rning. She 
told a tale of woe to May or Dav id son 
respecting the 
d emise 
of her hu s­ 
band and ask ed that a license shou ld 
be granted her for the ex hibition of 
what she termed stereop ticon 
views, 
assu ring the chief magistrate that ev ­ 
ery thing was in conformity with law 
and that she was tak ing this simple 
and innocent method of mak ing 
an 
honest liv ing. The license was grant­ 
ed . The woman in b lack interv iewed 
Mr. John Kerr, ou r well k nown towns­ 
man, and secu red a room in Mr. Kerr’s 
Mark et street bu ild ing, assu ring 
the 
land lord that the entertainment con­ 
sisted simply in the ex hibition of in­ 
nocent pictu res. 
Qu estioned 
closely 
by Mr. Kerr she ad mitted that she had 
fou r persons with her, two white and 
two colored ; that these were to attend 
to the scenery and mu sic, while the 
lad ies were to engage in singing. Mr. 
Kerr states that he q u estioned the w o­ 
man v ery closely , that she answered 
him that her entertainment wou ld be 
all right, withou t a single objectiona­ 
ble featu re and that she had a license 
from the city officials. 
The land lord 
was still a little u neasy , as he is v ery 
carefu l abou t the class of people rent­ 
ing his rooms, and informed his wou ld - 
be renter that, in case her show was 
of the y ellowr or improper ord er, the 
police d epartment wou ld gather her 
in. She stood firm u nd er all q u estion­ 
ing. secu red the room for 
Satu rd ay 
night last, also d esiring to secu re it 
for tonight, if possible, and then ask ed 
the land lord where 
she 
cou ld 
get 
d od gers printed . She was referred to 
the News Rev iew office and mad e her 
way there some time afterward . She 
came to this office and d esired that 
we shou ld print her 1,000 d od gers. The 
word ing of the d od ger and her refu sal 
to hav e Mr. Kerr’s name on the same, 
accompanied with 
her anx iety that 
the bills and 
the 
matter 
thereon 
shou ld be k ept a close secret, led the 
manager of the News Rev iew to be­ 
liev e that the entertainment wou ld not 
be a clean one, and she was ind u ced 
to go elsewhere to hav e her job work 
d one. 
May or Dav id son was then called u p 
by phone and informed as to what had 
transpired , he reply ing that the wo­ 
man seemed to be all right w'hen call­ 
ing at city hall, accompanied by a lit­ 
tle child , say ing that 
she 
had 
in­ 
formed him that the entertainment 
w?as simply an ex hibition of stereopti­ 
con v iews. 
Mr. John Kerr was then commu nica­ 
ted with and came to the News Rev iew 
office, telling u s that he had solemn 
pled ges from the woman in black that 
ev ery thing was all right 
We had been called d own on a pre­ 


v iou s occasion in this city on accou nt 
oi what some of ou r warm enemies 
characterized as 
“mu ch 
ad o 
abou t 
nothing.” and had been told that we 
“were straight laced ’’ and “old maid ­ 
enish,” and therefore resolv ed to k now 
all abou t the entertainment giv en by 
the woman in black . With this end 
in v iew we secu red the serv ices 
of 
two good and repu table citizens, 
as 
witnesses, and sent them to the ex hi­ 
bition, with instru ctions to see 
the 
entire entertainment. And the follow­ 
ing is their report: 
“It was sensational and v u lgar from 
start to finish. The first part consist­ 
ed of a cak e walk and the sk irt d ance. 
The two y ou ng women were clad in 
short sk irts and tights. 
They were 
fine look ing and well formed and d is­ 
play ed their fine forms, as living p ic­ 


tures, to the 
fullest extreme. They 
were not tou gh look ng characters, by 
any manner of means, and it seemed 
a shame to me that they shou ld thu s 
ex hibit themselv es before the pu blic 
gaze. After the first part of the show, 
the woman in charge mad e a speech 
in abou t these word s: 
“ ‘The girls are now coming ou t to 
giv e an ex tra 
ex hibition, for which 
an ad d itional 10 cents will be charged , 
and y ou will get y ou r money ’s worth 
by stay ing; 
If y ou d o not d esire to 
pay this ex tra 10 cents, y ou will pass 
ou t. 
No boy s u nd er 16 y ears of age 
will be permitted to remain and wit­ 
ness this part of the entertainment.’ 
“And 
then 
this 
woman 
passed 
arou nd and look ed for y ou ngsters be­ 
low the age mentioned , and 
I saw 
her pu sh one lad asid e and ord er him 
ou t; this boy was not ov er 12 y ear 3 
of age. 
After the necessary money 
had been paid , one of the girls went 
throu gh what is k nown, I believ e, as 
the mu scle d ance. It was sensational 
in the 
ex treme. 
Yes, it was worse 
than sensational; it was d ecid ed ly vul­ 


g ar and ind ecent, and ab solutely unfit 


for p resentation where law and ord er 
and d ecency controls.” 
On ev ery hand , tod ay , one can hear 
ex pressions of wond er that the 
au ­ 
thorities of East Liv erpool permitted 
the show to ru n to a finish on Satu rd ay 
night last, when a v isit by any d epu ­ 
tized officer, in citizen’s clothes and 
u nk nown to the crowd as an officer, 
wou ld hav e d emonstrated the fact that ^ 
the ex hibition was a grossly improper 
one, appealing ex clu siv ely to the sen­ 
su al and animal and bru tal in man, and 
calcu lated to d o great 
and 
lasting 
harm. There appears to be a feeling 
among what is k nown as the 
cheap 


class of sp orts, that East Liv erpool is 
to be ru n wid e open in ev ery particu ­ 
lar, Su nd ay or week d ay . 
T te farce 
of an election, engineered by tools and 
creatu res of the whisk y ring on Ju ly 
21, 1900, is bearing a rich fru itage of 
crime and d isord er, and East Liv er­ 
pool will be compelled to bear the con­ 
seq u ences and foot the bills. 
The woman in black tried to secu re 
license from May or Dav id son to ru n 
her show tonight; bu t the may or had 
d iscov ered that affairs were not as 
represented to him by her, and he re­ 
fu sed her permission to ex hibit, and 
the nasty show took its d epartu re.

A policeman was stationed at the 
foot of ev ery fire escape, and when 
all was in read iness the chief entered 
the office, where he was met by the 
proprietress, Mrs. Stu d enrath, and a 
d emand was mad e that the k ey s to 
ev ery room in the 
hou se be tu rned 
ov er to the officers. 
The land lad y stated that the 
In­ 
mates of the rooms had the k ey s on 
the insid e, and the police repaired to 
the u pper part of the bu ild ing. 
Officer Au fd erheid e was stationed 
at the top of the stairway and an offi­ 
cer started ou t the hall in each d irec­ 
tion, calling u pon the parties to u pen • 
u p. 
Some of the people within refu sed 
and in these cases the d oors 
were 
forced . When all had assembled and 
the mov e mad e toward the jail it was 
fou nd that a bu nch of nine people had 
been rou nd ed u p—fiv e women and fou r 
men—inclu d ing the proprietress, Mar­ 
tha Stu d enrath. 
The balance of the crowd were:

Jess Delaney , Pig Allen, Gu ssie Brad ­ 
ley , Peter George, Sarah Shinn 
and 
Billy And erson, the 
colored 
porter. 
Billy was u nd er the bed and some d if­ 
ficu lty was had in getting him ou t. 
A charge of d isord erly cond u ct was 
placed against the parties and each 
was assessed $9 60, which they paid . 
Sarah Shinn being the only ex ception, 
and she is still in jail. 
This morning when the reporters ar­ 
riv ed at city hall Chief Thompson had 
a list of fictitiou s names 
for them, 
bu t the newspaper men had alread y 
secu red the right names of the par­ 
ties, and were not to be pu t off as on 
former occasions. 
They , howev er, d ecid ed to tak e the 
names the chief had and were bu sy 
copy ing them when the chief d iscov ­ 
ered they intend ed to print both lists 
and tell how they got the fictitiou s 
list. He then secu red his names and 
refu sed to giv e them ou t.

The alarm was sent in at once, but 
it was fully 45 minutes from the time 
the fire was discovered until the de­ 
partment arrived on the scene. When 
they did arrive they could 
not do 
much, as a break in the water main 
uptown had decreased the 
pressure 
and they could only use a four-inch 
pipe.

The employes of the plant had the 
private hose out and did their utmost 
to stop the blaze, but they did not 
succeed in getting the fire under con­ 
trol until the entire west end of the 
plant was destroyed. 
Many valuable papers and a Ale was 
lost in the fire. 
Doc Ferguson had his left arm cut 
at the wrist and several stitches had 
to be taken in the cut 
Harry Eberts was struck

head by a piece of gas pipe, but not 
badly hurt.

Terrible Scenes at Dohad. 
The worst that has ever been writ­ 
ten about 
the suffering among 
the 
60,000,000 of people affected by 
the 
famine in India fails even to approxi­ 
mate the actual condition of affairs. 
It is absolutely impossible to exag g er­ 
ate the truth. The statement that 
millions are starving g ives but a very 
g eneral idea of what is actually taking 
place. To illustrate what fearful suf­ 
fering prevails there, let me g ive you 
this instance from my own experience 
While visiting the famine districts: 
We arrived at Dohad. in Gujarat, the 
Garden of India at 
1:10 of the after­ 
noon of May 24. Dr. J. H. McNeill, the 
Irish Presby terian minister located 
there, was at the station. Within five 
minutes I was seated in his cart and 
on the way to what until recently was 
one of the larg est relief camps. As 
far as the eye could see there was not 
a blade of veg etation. The heat was 
intense. The thermometer indicated 
108 deg rees. 
A hot, blinding 
sand­ 
storm filled our 
eyes 
and 
nostrils 
with microbe-laden dust, and the all- 
pervading stench from putrefy ing bod­ 
ies impreg nated clothes, hair and skin. 
Cholera had broken out a short time 
before and 
2.400 famine sufferers had 
died within a few' days and had been 
burled in shallow g round. Decomposi­ 
tion speedily set in and impreg nated 
the g round with death-dealing mal- 
odor. 
Then the bodies were disin­ 
terred and burned. 
There were 
no 
disinfectants, hence the awful, sicken­ 
ing , disease 
spreading , suffocating 
stench. At the outbreak of the chol­ 
era the camp stampeded and 6,000 in­ 
fected, half-starved people spread con­ 
tag ion for miles around. At the hos­ 
pital I was appalled at the shocking 
condition of affairs with which at that 
moment I came face to face, and that 
1 ever g ot out of Dohad alive is one 


of the g reatest of the many incontro­ 
vertible evidences of God’s kind and 
protecting care which my lif« ? has ex­ 
perienced. 
We found 
550 miserable human be­ 
ing s in the worst stag es of emaciation. 
In 16 days 37 4 had been admitted, and 
of these all but 
20 had died. 
Others 
had been received since then, and now 
men. women and children, some 
of 
them absolutely nude, and all the oth­ 
ers miserably clad, were lying around 
suffering from relapsing fever, cholera 
and dy sentery, wallowing in the mire. 
Millions of flies were permitted 
un­ 
disturbed to pester the unhappy vic­ 
tims. One young woman who had lost 
every one de^ir to her, and had turned 
stark mad, sat at the door vacantly 
staring at 
the awful scenes around 
her. In the entire hospital I did not 
see a sing le decent g arment. 
Rag s, 
nothing but rag s and dirt. 
A native 
hospital attendant was standing at the 
cot of a dying man.

Cholera had broken out a short time 
before and 2,400 famine sufferers had 
died within a few days and had been 
buried in shallow ground. Decomposi­ 
tion speedily set in and impregnated 
the ground with death-dealing mal­ 
odor. 
Then the bodies were disin­ 
terred and burned. 
There were no 
disinfectants, hence the awful, sicken­ 
ing, disease 
spreading, suffocating 
stench. At the outbreak of the chol­ 
era the camp stampeded and 6,000 in­ 
fected, half-starved people spread con­ 
tagion for miles around. At the hos­ 
pital I was appalled at the shocking 
condition of affairs with which at that 
moment I came face to face, and that

Afterwards, we returned 
to 
Mr. 
Ward’s bungalow and were delighted 
With a glimpse of the great work he 
is doing In other directions. Foremost 
among the many humanitarian enter­ 
prises which engage his active brain 
and tireless energy, is the 
erection 
Of a modern orphanage in which he ex­ 
pects to care 
for at least one 
thou­ 
sand famine orphans. 
This phase of 
Christian work is now forcing itself 
Upon 
the 
attention 
of 
thoughtful 
Christians, not only in India, but also 
In our own country, and 
the many 
Cheering letters and encouraging pro­ 
mises of 
help in 
this 
connection 
Which I have already received from 
readers of the Christian Herald have 
made me inexpressibly happy. 
Mr. Ward and his devoted wife are 
laboring untiringly in that direction, 
and hundreds of famine sufferers are 
employed by them on government fam­ 
ine wages—four cents a day—prepar­ 
ing the way for the great responsibil­ 
ity which God is now placing upon our 
missionaries in India, and upon the 
heart and conscience of the Christian 
world. 
And again I say, God 
bless 
Brother Ward and his faithful 
wife, 
and grant unto them the fulfillment of 
all that they may have in their hearts 
to do for the starving 
people 
and 
helpless orphans of famine and plague- 
stricken India. 


Terrible Scenes at Dohad. 
The worst that has ever been writ­ 
ten about 
the suffering among 
the 
60,000,000 of people affected by 
the 
famine in India falls even to approxi­ 
mate the actual condition of affairs. 
It Is absolutely impossible to exagger­ 
ate the truth. 
The statement that 
millions are starving gives but a very 
general idea of what is actually taking 
place. 
To illustrate what fearful suf­ 
fering prevails there, let me give you 
this Instance from my own experience 
While visiting the famine districts: 
We arrived at Dohad, in Gujarat, the 
Garden of India at 1:10 of the after 
noon of May 24. Dr. J. H. McNeill, the 
Irish Presbyterian minister located 
there, was at the station. Within five 
minutes I was seated in his cart and 
on the way to what until recently was 
one of the largest relief camps. 
As 
far as the eye could see there was not 
a blade of vegetation. 
The heat was 
Intense. The thermometer indicated 
108 degrees. 
A hot, blinding 
sand­ 
storm filled our 
eyes 
and 
nostrils 
with microbe-laden dust, and the all- 
pervading stench from putrefying bod­ 
ies impregnated clothes, hair and skin. 
Cholera had broken out a short time 
before and 2,400 famine sufferers had 
died within a few days and had been 
burled in shallow ground. Decomposi­ 
tion speedily set in and impregnated 
the ground with 
death-dealing mal­ 
odor. 
Then the bodies were disin­ 
terred and burned. 
There were 
no 
disinfectants, hence the awful, sicken­ 
ing, disease 
spreading, suffocating 
stench. At the outbreak of the chol­ 
era the camp stampeded and 6,000 in­ 
fected, half-starved people spread con­ 
tagion for miles around. At the hos­ 
pital I was appalled at the shocking 
condition of affairs with which at that 
moment I came face to face, and that 
I ever got out of Dohad alive is one 


of the greatest of the many incontro 
vertible evidences of God’s kind and 
protecting care which my life has ex­ 
perienced. 
We found 550 miserable human be 
ings in the worst stages of emaciation. 
In 16 days 374 had been admitted, and 
of these all but 20 had died. 
Others 
had been received since then, and now 
men. women and children, some 
of 
them absolutely nude, and all the oth­ 
ers miserably clad, were lying around 
suffering from relapsing fever, cholera 
and dysentery, wallowing in the mire 
Millions of flies were permitted 
un 
disturbed to pester the unhappy vic­ 
tims. One young woman who had lost 
every one dedr to her, and had turned 
stark mad, sat at the door 
vacantly 
staring at 
the awful scenes around 
her. 
In the entire hospital I did not 
see a single decent garment. 
Rags. 
nothing but rags and dirt. 
A native 
hospital attendant was standing at the 
cot of a dying man. The death rattle 
had already set in, but the vitality of 
the patient held out a little 
beyond 
the expected time, and the attendant 
seemed provoked at the 
delay, 
and 
gave us impatiently to understand that 
the man should have been dead long 
ago. 
While we stood there, almost crush­ 
ed with inexpressible sadness, cooked 
rice was being served. A servant told 
me that it was the only meal for the 
day. 
There were not pots o* dishes 
in which to serve 
the portions, and 
the patients held out filthy rags to re­ 
ceive what was given them. One suf­ 
ferer, lying on a cot, overcome 
with 
feebleness, had fallen asleep, and the 
attendant threw his portion 
on 
the 


Since my return I have sent him 
a 
thousand dollars to furnish the means 
required. 
Baroda, Godhra, Dohad—all three in 
one day! 
Fourteen hours of concen­ 
trated heart agony, of which the most 
trying 
experience 
was the burning 
of 16 victims of cholera and famine. 
There they lay, men and women anil 
children. 
Among these was a lovely 
little girl—just the age of my own 
darling daughter, then 10,000 away— 
charmingly graceful even 
in 
death; 
her undimmed bright eyes wide open. 
Stand where I would, she seemed to 
be constantly looking at me. 
I could 
hardly believe she was dead. But they 
lifted her up and placed her on the 
logs next to three others, piled more 
wood on, and then another layer of 
bodies, and very soon the 16 
with 
heads and limbs bere and there pro­ 
truding were prepared for the final act 
in their earthly career. 
May I never 
be called upon to witness another such 
scene!

Already Counted as Dead. 
Although scarcely enough to consti­ 
tute half an ordinary meal was served, 
most if not all ate sparingly and then 
wrapped up the 
remnant 
carefully, 
either because 
their debilitated con­ 
dition made food dangerous except in 
minute 
quantities, or perhaps 
expe­ 
rience had taught them that unless 
some provision was made 
to satisfy 
the cravings of hunger in the mean­ 
time they might be famished before 
the next meal was served. Hard as it 
may seem, I am not doing violence to 
the truth when I say that the people 
I met at Dohad were reduced to the 
level of the cowed and starving dogs, 
who were happy to get the crumbs 
that fell from the 
table of Christen­ 
dom, daring not to grumble or 
com­ 
plain at their scantiness. So incredi­ 
ble to the western eye was the stage 
of emaciation to which these 
unfor­ 
tunates were reduced that I had half 
a dozen or so of the children strong 
enough to stand on their feet rise, in 
order that I might 
carry away with 
me a photograph 
illustrating 
their 
condition. 
Is it to be wondered at that the res­ 
idents of Dohad and vicinity count as 
dead the unhaapy people who are tak­ 
en to its hospital, and that they pro­ 
test with all the strength left them 
against such a fate. 
It was with 
a 
heavy heart that I turned my back on 
the scene of all this pain and misery, 
but it was lightened by the promise 
of Rev. Robert Ward, the hero of God­ 
hra, who accompanied us, to personal­ 
ly look after the patients and to sup­ 
ply them with the necessary clothing.

The board has succeeded with the 
kilnmen, but not with the jiggermen. 
Although the manufacturers’ resolu­ 
tion calls for them to put the scale in 
operation in all branches, the mem­ 
bers of the Brotherhood are 
of the 
opinion that the committee will expe­ 
rience no difficulty in obtaining per­ 
mission to measure the kilns. 
No action is likely to be taken on 
the resolution by the manufacturers 
until next week. 
The jiggerm en are as obstinate as 
ever about accepting the new scale, 
but a number of them feel discouraged 
because the scale was accepted by the 
kilnmen. 
Up to the coming of the executive 
board not a branch in this city was in 
favor of accepting it. 
When the jiggermen withdrew from 
the union they were of the opinion 
that the kilnmen would follow.

Judge Taft and his colleagues will 
also exercise certain executive func­ 
tions. 
For instance, they will ap­ 
point judges, officials In the education­ 
al department and officers of mimic!* 
pnlit s, which the commission will 
establish pending elections. 
General MacArthur will be the ex­ 
ecutive head to enforce the laws of the 
commission, and he will conduct the 
government In accordance with the 
same until the commission recommends 
to President McKinley the appoint­ 
ment of a civil governor, 
formed a ring to reduce arbitrarily and 
The only three hanks in Manila have 
formed a ring to reduce arbitrarily 
and without justification the rate of 
exchange for American gold.

Lara had been 
generally accused of gross corruption 
in office, and specific charges were 
field against him by an American offl 
cer.

Albert Zook, one of the best known 
residents of the city, was found dead 
in bed by his wife at an eaTly hour 
this morning. 
Mr. Zook was not feeling as well as 
usual yesterday, and was about home 
all day. He retired at 8:30 last even­ 
ing and passed away very peacefully 
some time during the night. 
Albert Arlington Zook was 61 years 
of age and was known to every one 
as a good citizen. He was a member 
of the Ohio infantry regiment early 
in the history of the rebellion, and 
was discharged owing to a wound re­ 
ceived at one 
of 
the first engage­ 
ments of the war. 
He reinlisted in Company G, of the 
13th Ohio cavalry, in which he served 
until the close of the rebellion. 
Mr. Zook had an excellent war rec­ 
ord, but owing to his extreme modesty, 
never mentioning unless approached, 
any of his numerous adventures, the 
fact was not generally known. 
He 
was wounded four times, and at the 
time of his death carried a bullet in 
his head. 
He was also wounded in 
the side, and although many attempts 
were made to extract the ball, they 
were not successful. 
Mr. Zook leaves a wife and two chil­ 
dren, Wm. A. and Mrs. Lizzie Sheets. 
Funeral arrangements have not been 
completed, but services will be con­ 
ducted Wednesday afternoon. 
Dr. G. P. Ikirt was communicated 
with at Lisbon 
at noon today and 
said: 
‘There was 
nothing mysterious 
about the death. Mr. Zook had been 
complaining about feeling unwell and 
had retired early. His wife went to 
awaken him in the morning and dis­ 
covered that he was dead. The con­ 
dition of the remains indicated that 
he had died between I and 2 a. rn. He 
had evidently passed away quietly and 
apparently with scarcely a struggle. I 
attribute his death to heart disease.”

When 
it boils, p ace the eels into it and cook 
rather rapidly 
30 minutes. 
When done, 
remove the eels. 
Soak quarter of a box 
of gelatin in «ti(ti< lent* cold water to cov­ 
er it, 
strain the sauce over it and stir 
constantly until it begins to harden. 
Pour 
a layer of the jelly into a rounded china 
mold, 
arrame s’,nos of hard 
boiled egg 
about the sides and stand on ice to harden. 
After about an bour the jelly will be hard 
enough. 
Melt tile remaining jelly over hot 
water. 
Plate a later of eel on the jelly 
which has hardened in tile mold and then 
another layer of the hot jelly and so on un­ 
til all the material has been used, making 
the last laver j lit. 
Stand on ice 24 hours 
to harden. 
Serve with mustard sauce.

A ll Were Well .Inly 91—Rnongh Pro­ 
visions—Hoped For Speedy 
Relief.

now at Shanghai, who transm itted 
messages received by Mr. Ragsdale 
United States cousul at Tier. Tsin 
from Mr. Conger and Mr. Squters, 
secretary of the United States lega­ 
tion at Pekin. 
In effect the advices 
Are the same as those received a day or 
tw o ago by the state department from 
Consul Fowler, at Che Foo: 
Mr. Gooduow’s message was trans 
m ltted to President McKinley at Can­ 
ton, and Mr. Adee, acting secretary 
Af state, later issued the following 
-statement concerning it: 
“Consul General Goodnow, in a ca­ 
blegram dated Shanghai, August 5. 
w hien was received at the department 
•of state at 4 o'clock this (Sunday) 
morning, reports the receipt by Con­ 
sol Itassdalc.at Tien Tsin. of messages 


from Minister Conger and the secre­ 
tary of the legation. Mr. Squfers. dated 
July 21, to the following effect: 
“ ‘All well. 
No fighting since the 
tilth by agreement. 
Enough provis­ 
ions. 
nope for speedy relief * 
“Mr. Good?* iw adds that the director 
of posts. Slu ng, had. on the 3th. com­ 
municated to him an imperial edict, 
dated July 30. ordering .lung Lu to 
provide an escort for the ministers to 
Tien Tsin when the ministers fix the 
date. The edict says the ministers can 
receive messages not In cipher; but 
notwithstanding this, plain messages 
were returned to some consuls on Au­ 
gust 4.” 
While the messages from Minister 
Conger and Secretary Squiers bore 
date of July 21. the belief, founded 
not only noon them, lint also upon col­ 
lateral and later Information, is that 
the legatlonors are yet safe from at 
least immediate harm. 
At present 
there are no means of knowing wheth­ 
er the ministers will accept the offer of 
the Chinese imperial government to 
provide an escort for them to Tien 
Tsln: but It is surmised they will pre­ 
fer to remain within the British lega­ 
tion at Pekin until the arrival of the 
allied forces. 
Should they leave for 
Tien Tsln In all probability It would 
be because they regarded It the safe 
course to pursue. 
It Is thought to be 
not unlikely that the Chinese govern­ 
ment may be Insistent upon the depart­ 
ure of the ministers, in the hope, lf 
they can be got to Tien Tsln In safety 
the storming of Pekin may be averted.

W ard’s bungalow and were delighted 
with a glimpse of the great work he 
Is doing in other directions. Foremost 
among the many humanitarian enter­ 
prises which engage his active 
brain 
and tireless energy, is the 
erection 
Of a modern orphanage in which he ex­ 
pects to care 
for at least one 
thou­ 
sand famine orphans. 
This phase of 
Christian work is now forcing itself 
upon 
the 
attention 
of 
thoughtful 
Christians, not only in India, but also 
in our own country, and 
the many 
cheering letters and encouraging pro­ 
mises of 
help in 
this 
connection 
which I have already received from 
readers of the Christian Herald have 
made me inexpressibly happy. 
Mr. Ward and his devoted wife are 
laboring untiringly in that direction, 
and hundreds of famine sufferers are 
employed by them on government fam­ 
ine wages—four cents a day—prepar­ 
ing the way for the great responsibil­ 
ity which God is now placing upon our 
missionaries in India, and upon the 
heart and conscience of the Christian 
world. 
And again I say, God 
bless 
Brother Ward and his faithful 
wife, 
and grant unto them the fulfillment of 
all that they may have in their hearts 
to do for the starving 
people 
and 
helpless orphans of famine and plague 
stricken India. 


Terrible Scenes at Dohad. 
The worst, that has ever been writ­ 
ten about 
the suffering among 
the 
60,000,000 of people affected by 
the 
famine in India falls even to approxi­ 
mate the actual condition of affairs. 
It is absolutely impossible to exagger­ 
ate the 
truth. 
The statement 
that 
millions are starving gives but a very 
general idea of what is actually taking 
place. 
To illustrate what fearful suf­ 
fering prevails there, let me give you 
this instance from my own experience 
while visiting the famine districts 
We arrived at Dohad, in Gujarat, the 
Garden of India at 1:10 of the after 
noon of May 24. Dr. J. H. McNeill, the 
Irish 
Presbyterian 
minister located 
there, was at the station. Within five 
minutes I was seated in his cart and 
on the way to what until recently was 
one of the largest relief camps. 
As 
far as the eye could see there was not 
a blade of vegetation. 
The heat was 
intense. 
The thermometer indicated 
108 degrees. 
A hot, blinding 
sand­ 
storm filled our 
eyes 
and 
nostrils 
with microbe-laden dust, and the all- 
pervading stench from putrefying bod­ 
ies impregnated clothes, hair and skin. 
Cholera had broken out a short time 
before and 2,400 famine sufferers had 
died within a few days and had been 
buried in shallow ground. Decomposi­ 
tion speedily set in and impregnated 
the ground with 
death-dealing 
mal­ 
odor. 
Then the bodies were disin­ 
terred and burned. 
There were 
no 
disinfectants, hence the awful, sicken­ 
ing, disease 
spreading, suffocating 
stench. 
At the outbreak of the chol­ 
era the camp stampeded and 6,000 In­ 
fected, half-starved people spread con­ 
tagion for miles around. 
At the hos­ 
pital I was appalled at the shocking 
condition of affairs with which at that 
moment I came face to face, and that 
I ever got out of Dohad alive is one 


of the greatest of the many incontro­ 
vertible evidences of God’s kind and 
protecting care which my life* has ex­ 
perienced. 
We found 550 miserable human be­ 
ings in the worst stages of emaciation 
In 16 days 374 had been admitted, and 
of these all but 20 had died. 
Others 
had been received since then, and now 
men. women and children, some 
of 
them absolutely nude, and all the oth 
ers miserably clad, were lying around 
suffering from relapsing fever, cholera 
and dysentery, wallowing in the mire 
Millions of Hies were permitted 
un 
disturbed to pester the unhappy vie 
tims. One young woman who had lost 
every one deiiir to her, and had turned 
stark mad, sat at the door 
vacantly 
staring at 
the awful scenes around 
her. 
In the entire hospital I did not 
see a single decent garment. 
Rags, 
nothing but rags and dirt. 
A native 
hospital attendant was standing at the 
cot of a dying man. The death rattle 
had already set in, but the vitality of 
the patient held out a little 
beyond 
the expected time, and the attendant 
seemed provoked at the 
delay, 
and 
gave us impatiently to understand that 
the man should have been dead long 
ago. 
While we stood there, almost crush­ 
ed with inexpressible sadness, cooked 
rice was being served. A servant told 
me that it was the only meal for the 
day. 
There were not pots o t dishes 
in which to serve 
the portions, and 
the patients held out filthy rags to re­ 
ceive what was given them. One suf­ 
ferer, lying on a cot, overcome 
with 
feebleness, had fallen asleep, and the 
attendant threw his portion 
on 
the 


Since my return I have sent him 
a 
thousand dollars to furnish the means 
required.

The resolution which was passed at 
the kilnmen’s m eeting has been pre­ 
sented to the m anufacturing potters.

to accept the new scale, and in return 
they demand of them permission to 
let the executive board enter the pot­ 
teries and measure all kilns and note 
the inconveniences the men work un­ 
der. 
The resolution which the manufac­ 
turers passed at their m eeting 
this 
week was that they would give the ex­ 
ecutive committee permission to enter 
their plants and m easure their kilns 
provided they would 
give 
them a 
• promise that the new scale would be 
enforced here. 
The board has succeeded with 
the 
kilumen, but not with the jiggermen. 
Although the m anufacturers’ resolu­ 
tion calls for them to put the scale in 
operation in all branches, the mem­ 
bers of the Brotherhood are 
of the 
opinion that the com m ittee will expe­ 
rience no difficulty in obtaining per­ 
mission to measure the kilns. 
No action is likely to be taken on 
the resolution by the m anufacturers 
until next week. 
The jiggermen are as obstinate as 
ever about accepting the new scale, 
but a number of them feel discouraged 
because the scale was accepted by the 
kilnmen. 
Lp to the coming of the executive 
board not a branch in this city was in 
favor of accepting It. 
^Vhen the Jiggermen withdrew from 
the union they were of the opinion 
that the kilnmen would follow. 
There was hardly a kilnman in favor 
of the scale before 
he 
entered the 
meeting Thursday night. 
But 
when 
they heard it explained they accepted 
it, as they knew it was for their bene­ 
fit 


Tbe Jiggermen are greatly discour­ 
sed as they relied on receiving the 
united support of the kilnmen.

Albert Zook, one of the best known 


r e sid en ts of the city, was found dead 


Id bed by his wife at an early hour 
this morning. 
Mr. Zook was not feeling as well as 
usual yesterday, and was about home 
all day. He retired a t 8:30 last even­ 
ing and passed away very peacefully 
some time during the night. 
Albert Arlington Zook was 61 years 
of age and was known to every one 
as a good citizen. 
H e was a m em ber 
of the Ohio infantry regim ent early 
in the 
history of the rebellion, and 
was discharged owing to a wound re­ 
ceived at one 
of 
the first engage­ 
ments of the war. 
He reinlisted in Company G, of the 
13th Ohio cavalry, in which he served 
until the close of the rebellion. 
Mr. Zook had an excellent war rec­ 
ord, but owing to his extrem e modesty, 
never mentioning 
unless approached, 
any of his numerous adventures, the 
fact was not generally known. 
He 
was wounded four tim es, and at the 
time of his death carried a bullet in 
his head. 
He was also wounded in 
the side, and although many attem pts 
were made to extract the ball, they 
were not successful. 
Mr. Zook leaves a wife and two chil­ 
dren, Wm. A. and Mrs. Lizzie Sheets. 
Funeral arrangem ents have not been 
completed, but services will be con­ 
ducted Wednesday afternoon. 
Dr. (J. P. Ikirt was communicated 
with at Lisbon 
at 
noon today and 
said: 
“There 
was 
nothing 
mysterious 
about the death. 
Mr. Zook had been 
complaining about feeling unwell and 
had retired early. 
His wife went 
to 
awaken him in the m orning and dis­ 
covered that 
he was dead. 
The con­ 
dition of the 
rem ains indicated that 
he had died between I and 2 a. rn. He 
had evidently passed away quietly and 
apparently with scarcely a struggle, 
attribute his death to h eart disease.
